Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A discussion of the claims with respect to Applicant's Fig. 19 resulted 
in clarification of what was being claimed. Mr. Pitzer stated the cylindrical member was not shown with the prosthesis 
mounted within it. The Examiner presented recitations in the Stevens patent that recited a cylindrical member and 
names it as an introducer channel. The Examiner mentioned that one of ordinary skill would understand that apparatus 
must be delivered through this cylinder. The Examiner also mentioned that the patent could be interpreted with a brace 
portion mounted on a cylinder of the delivery device as being Applicant's claimed "body portion" since it also of a larger 
diameter and spaced away from the cylinder outward . The Examiner suggested to clarify the body portion of 
Applicant's inplanter device to be located axially or longitudinally at a distance from the opening of the cylindrical 
delivery member holding the prosthesis. 
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
